Pop John Paul If in a meeting 
with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir last week, called on Israel to 
make a firm commitment towards a 
“just and dutiful” solution to the 
problems of Palestinians and said 
they should not be excluded from a 
Middle East peace plan. 

Shamir expressed the hope that 
the pope would visit Israel and that 
the Vatican give official diplomatic 
recognition to Israel, but no com- 
mitments were made, said minisiry 
spokesman, Avi Pazner. 

Pazner said the pope replied he 
would like to visit Israel some day. 

The spokesman described the 
talks as extremely cordial. “We 
have a feeling they have a better un- 
derstanding of what our problems 
are." 

Israeli officials said the meeting 
with the pope had been set up in 
diplomatic contacts during the past 
weeks. The Vatican wanted it an- 
nounced only shortly before it was 
to take place, The Vatican does not

The Vatican set down its position 
on Jerusalem in a June 1980 docu- 
ment which cautioned againsl any 
“unilateral act” tending to modify 
the status of the city. 

The document was issued a 
month before the Knesset enacted 
the Basic Law declaring Jerusalem 
Israel's eternal capital and 
guaranteeing free access ta the 
shrines of all faiths, 

The Vatican document said the 
Jerusalem question cannot be 
reduced to free access to holy 
places but required a ‘special 
statute’ to reflect that the 
significance of the city surpasses the 
interests of any single state or 
bilateral agreement. ;

The Vatican communique said 
Shamir “underlined thut the present 
situation of the city reflects ils par- 
ticular meaning in the history of the 
Jewish people” and that the Israeli 
yovernment pays particular respect 
to the universal interest in 
Jerusalem. 

Pazner said the foreign minister 
emphasized that “for the first time 
in centuries, Jerusalem is an open, 
secure and peaceful city.” 

Shamir met with the pope in the 
papal library for 30 minutes, before 
holding 90 minutes of foreign policy 
discussions with the Vatican 
Secretary of State, Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli. 

The pope and Shamir, both bora in 
Poland, briefly discussed the situation 
in that country in their native 
language, then switched to French. 

The communique said the pope 
placed particular emphasis “on the 
problems of Palestinians living in 
the Holy Land or as refugecs in 
nearby countries" and said that a 
“Just solution to the problem was 
essential to peace in the Middle 
East. 

Shamir “expressed his deep con- 
cern for the massive influx of arms 
into the region and recailed the 
grave problem of terrorism” 
the Vatican communique said.

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Israel awaits Haig’s ideas on autonomy

Israel is wailing to see if US. 
Sceretary of State Alexander Haig 
brings any new proposals during his 
coming visit to achieve a 
breakthrough in the talks for 
Palestinian autonomy, Haig is 
visiting both Israel and Egypt this 
week, und although he is expected 
τὸ concentrate on getting the Israel- 
Egypt autonomy negotiations mov- 
ing. he is also reported as being anx- 
ious to revive the strategic agrec~ 
ment with Isracl suspended by 
Washington after the passing of the 
Golan Law. 

Haig is said to be considering a 
round of “autonomy shuttle 
diplomacy" between Cuire and 
Jecusalem in February or March. 

In Jerusalem, the senior official in 
charge of the autonomy talks told 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee that one of the 
rensons why the U.S. is about to

Haim Kubersky, the director- 
general of the Interior Ministry who 
briefed the committee on the slate 
of the autonomy talks, said the’pass- 
ing of the Golan Law, which took 
Washington by surprise, motivated 
the Americans to keep a closer eye 
on fsracl und to influence Isrici 
towards moderation, 


Ministers involved in the 
autonomy negotiations met on Sun- 
day to prepare for the Haig visit. 

(The weekly cabinet meeting wus 
not held as there was suid to be 
nothing urgent to discuss. However, 
some observers speculated thal 
Premier Begin wished to avoid 
further clashes between ministers 
over Thursday's controversial 
cabinet decision on Sinai com- 
pensation.) 

Meanwhile Israel's Foreign 
Ministry Director-General, David 
Kimche, has expressed Israel's con- 
cern about Egyptian calls for U.S. 
pressure on Israel and for creation 
of a Palestinian state. A Forcign 
Ministry official suid Kimche 
visited Egypt fast week “to smooth 
out the normalization process and 
to speed it up.” 

In Cairo, Egypt and France 
called last week for a Palestinian 
“siate and homeland” and urged 
bringing the PLO into Middle Eust 
peace-making, ; 

The similar positions ¢merged 
after two rounds of talks which 
Freach Foreign Minister Claude 
Cheysson held with President Hosni 
Mubarak and Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hassan Ali. 

After the meeting with Muburak, 
Cheysson was asked if the Socialist 
government of President Francois 
Mitterrand was prepared extend 
recognition τὸ the PLO, , 


Afler-Cheysson's talks with Ali, a 
high Egyptian official said the 
French minister affirmed the view 
that “short of Palestinian self- 
determination and a Palestinian 
state, there wil) be no peace in the 
Middle East." ! 

Asked about the Egyptian posi- 
tion, Ali said Cairo has called 
repeatedly for a simultaneous ex- 
change of recognition between 
Israel and the PLO as a prelude to 
bringing the Palestinians into peace 
efforts. 


A possible Indication of Israeli 
thinking on the peuce process was 
given in a recent poll. Over half the 
Israeli public believes that the 
peace process will continue alter 
the Sinai withdrawal deadline in 
April, but over a quarter think that 
Egypt will breach the treaty, ac- 
cording to the poll. conducted for 
The Jerusalem Post by the Modi’in 
Ezrachi Applied Research Centre. 
The survey was held among a 
representative selection of 1,275 
adults at the beginning of this 
month, Question: “What will hap- 
pen, in your opinion, to the peace 
agreement after the April 
withdrawal?”

bookkeeping values were no criteria 
for reinforcing the peace process. 
“t's alot of money bul peace has its 
price and we must pay it’ he said. 
“Eviction tov has ils price, more 
costly than compensation.” 

A source close to the prime 
minister said later that neither 
Begin nor any of the others who 
voted for increased compensation 
really believed the settlers deserved 
lo earn between four and six million 
shekels in compensation. The ques- 
tion was whether the difference 
between what the settlers reully 
deserved and what they were now 
heing offered was worth the poten- 
tiully grave repercussions. 

Now that the Ehrlich package has 
been adopted, the settlers will be 
given an advance and asked to 
move out, after which they will 
receive the remainder of their com- 
pensation.

Thursday's cabinet decision to 
increase compensation for dis- 
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placed Sinai settlers to [541 billion 
could still be overturned by the 
Knesset Finance Committe, 

Following hours of vorsultations 
und a meeting between Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor and com- 
mittee chairman Shlomo Lorincz, 
an urgent meeting of the committee 
has been called for Monday with a 
new item on its agenda: Thursday's. 
cabinet decision to increase com- 
Pensation payments to Sinai set- 
Mlers. 

Several coalition members of the, 
Finance Committee have expressed 
Serious doubts about the commit- 
ment to pay IS4.1 billion to the set- 
tlers, and one, the Likud’s Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad, has stated his firm 
opposition. 

Chairman Lorincz of Agudat 
Yisrael said he fears that the figure 
may grow still larger, and warned 
that once a barrier is breached, it is 
difficult to stop the flood. 

Apparently, Aridor sees the op- 
position of MKs on the Knesset 
committee as the only way left to 
fight the enlarged payments, 
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Treasury sources last week 
warned that a renewal of the in- 
flationary spiral is likely to result 
from the payments. December suw 
a record IS5b, state deficit 
(spending minus revenue), which in- 
dicates that such a renewal may be 
in the offing; it follows several 
months in which the deficit gradual- 
ly shrank. 

The Cabinet decision will create 
an even larger surplus in govern- 
ment demand, and this pressure is 
inflationary. In the few months 
before December, the deficit 
averaged about !S3b. 

The Treasury stressed that an in- 
crease of 1510. in the compensation 
allocation wipes out ina single blow 
all the small budget cuts achieved 
by the Treasury over the last few 
months. Officials were stunned by 
the ease with which the cabinet ap- 
proved the spending of such a sum, 
while the Finance Ministry is strug- 
gling so hard to save much smaller 
amounts. 


Avraham Melamed of the 
National Religious Party, a member 
of the Knesset Finance Committee 
said he favours the higher compen- 
sation payments. In his opinion, the 
Sinai residents are victims of 
political demagoguery on the part 
of all the parties that sent them 
there. He repeated his suggestion 
that the parties forego some of their 
own funds to compensate the dis- 
placed settlers. 

The Sinai agricultural settlements 
committee announced on Friday 
that they will not accept’ any 
proposal except that offered by 
Ehrlich. ; 

There is a slim possibility, 
however, that the settlers might ac- 
cept a proposal that a fifth of the 
sums due them will be paid in long- 
term, non-negotiable government 
bonds. This idea was raised in the 
cabinet Thursday, but was turned 
down by Begin on the grounds that 
it would not help those who wanted 
to build new homes. -

As UN Security Council 
members worked behind the scenes 
to formulate an “acceptable” 
resolution censuring Israel for the 
passing of the Golan law last month, 
a Druse leader in the Golan asked 
the Interior Ministry to restore his 
Israeli identity curd. He said that in 
8 secret vote most Golan Druse 
would vote for the extension of 
Isrueli law to their villages. 

Three Security Council members 
— Spain, Japan, and Ireland — on 
Friday began drafting a resolution 
that suggests “voluntary sanctions” 
against Israel. They hope to for- 
mulate a resolution that will both 
satisfy Syria and avoid an Americun 
veto. 

At the same time the U.S. has 
continued its lobbying efforis to 
persuade Zaire, Panama and Spain 
not to support the Syrian draft 
resolution which calls for miuan- 
datory sanctions against Israel. The 
votes of those three council 
members could be cruciil in deter- 
mining whether Syria will continue 
to press for sanctions. 

If Syria is not assured of nine out 
of 14 votes for sanctions, it might be 
inclined to settle for a milder ἀγα! 
such as that proposed by Spain, 
Ireland and Japan. 

A report from Nazareth says that 
loca! council chairman Muhsin Abu 
Salah of the Golan villuge Masuda 
last week asked the Interior 
Ministry to restore his Israeli iden- 
tity card. He is the first Druse in the 
urea to do so since the extension of 
Israeli law to the Golan lust month. 

Salah was one of several hundred 
Golan Druse who accepted the 
Israeli 1D early lasy year but then 
gave Up several Months ago when 
religious leaders declared a boycott 
of those who had taken the step.

Moda’i vowed not to let Hashai 
be “until he divests himself of his 
immunity so { can sue him. For five 
months he has been falsely accusing 
me and must draw certain ‘conclu- 
sions, He should give up his Knesset 
seat. 1 will drum up pressure 
against him. 1 will go to the public, 
to his neighbours, to the 
townspeople.” 

When the stunned TV inter- 
viewers protested Moda'i's 


language and asked if he could 
demonstrate forgiveness, the 
minister burst out: “Why must I 
forgive so quickly? | am not Jesus 
and need nol turn the other cheek 
to Hashui, to the police or the press. 
tam not so generous. I don't know 
how you would have reacted in my 
position. In any cusc, 1 cannot 
forgive in my family's name, 65- 
pecially in the name of my mother, 
who hasn't stopped crying since 
Manday night's TY newscast.” 

Modu'i went on to take Berman 
to task for having chosen that same 
day (Wednesday) us the time to 
publish his intention to set up a 
committee to reform fuel purchas- 
ing procedures. “How insensitive 
can aman get? When the ink is still 
wet on accusations against me... 
Berman is a bitter personal disap- 
pointment to me. lt doesn'i matler 
if his decision was made a month 
ago.

Meridor stands behind his ‘invention’

Minister of Economic Coordina- 
tion Ya'acov Meridor said on Fri- 
day that he will resign if the 
revolutionary energy production 
system that he is sponsuring fails to 
have the radical effects he has 
predicted, when the pilot plunt is 
unveiled in two months. 

Speaking at the Muritime and 
Eeanomics Chib, Meridor also un- 
veiled his ministry's plans to 
“chunpe the face of the nation” and 
lead it to economic independence. 


Meridor said he would ask ex- 
perts at the Technion to test the in- 
vention, which has already been 
shown to scientists at the Weizmann 
Institute. He said that alter these 
experts met with his inventors they 
judged that, if the data are correct, 
“we have made a major 
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breakthrough.” 

Meridor said that he forgave ail 
those who branded him a charlatan, 
and that he felt increasing con- 
fidence now that the system has 
“worked ugain and again,” verifying 
the inventors’ predictions. But, “if it 
(urns out that 1 was mistaken, or the 
inventors fooled me, 1 shall feel un- 
able to stay in the government,” he 
sitid, 

Introducing his ministry's plans in 
ulher areas, Meridor announced at 
new effort to find gas and oll, which 
should reduce the need for oil im- 
ports hy more than half within the 
next four years. Aided by foreign 
eipital und know-how, drilling 
equipment that is now available 
only in the U.S, will be purchased, 
he suid, and used to extract gas from 
half the 300 “dry” wells that have 
been dug in Israel and which the ex- 
perts say contain gas. 


Defence-related exports, now 
totalling just over Sib. annually, he 
believes, could be raised by $2.5b. 
within four years. 


The minister told about the 
proposed establishment of a non- 
governmental public company that 
wouk! raise $500 million abroad to 
finance a company for industrial 
research and development. He 
reminded his audience that his own 
laser firm had, through “faith and 
patience” achieved a breakthrough 
in welding lasers and had already 
received export orders for $2m. 
from the U.S. 


After his speech, Meridor pulled 
out a 1S100 note to pay for his 
lunch, though he was the club's 
guest. When he was lold that the 
lunch cost less than 1S100, he asked 
the club to keep the change for 
some charitable purpose.

Berman, appearing flab- 
bergasted, said nol a word and 
walked away. Later, he conimented 
that Moda’i must be cither “ta 
scoundrel or an idiot.” 

But on Thursday, Moda’i bask ed 
in unprecedented popularity and 
admiration by his fellow Liberals, 
though Berman, unequivocally 
branded him “insane.” 

Both ministers appeared at 
an emotionally charged session 
of the Liberal Party's central 
committee. It immediately became 
apparent that Moda’i was king of 


the day and that with his televised 
outrage on the Moked interview 
programme the night before, he had 
given vent to widely-felt resent 
ments, especially against TV news 
coverage. Most central committee 
members were gleeful that “*Moda'i 
had put those television stars in 
their place." 

As Μοῦ ascended the rostrum, 
he was applauded and the clapping 
became tumultuous when Depuly 
Transport Minister David Shiflman 
extended “congratulations and ap- 
preciation to Yitzhak on his superb 
television :ippearance. He said what 
millions of television viewers had 
been feeling for u long time.

Outside of the auditerium, 
Berman explained to reporters what 
he plans to de with regard to the 
Moda’i outbursts. “1 will argue that 
there is nu room in the government 
for insane people,” he said. 

Demonstrating the solidarity with 
Moda’i in the purty, Deputy Prime 
Minister Simha Ehrlich sited thal 
“all Liberals are united behind 
Moda‘i.

Felix Sagher, dermatologist — 


Prof. Felix (Simcha) Sagher, the 
retired chief of dermatology at 
Jerusalem's Hadassah University 
Hospital and a world authority on 
skin ailments, died in Jerusalem on 
Friday morning. 

Sagher was also a noted educator, 
and an adviser on leprosy to the 
World Health Organization. He was 
for many years the secretary- 
general and treasurer of the Inter- 
national League of Dermatological 
Societies. 

He was also one of the founders 
and chief promoters of the Dead 
Sea Cure Centre, an institution 
which has brought relief to thou- 
sands of Israeli and foreign psoriasis 
sufferers. - 

Bom in Innsbruck, Austria, in 
1908, Sagher became a dedicated 
Zionist in his schoo! days, when he 
joined the Blue-White movement. 
He graduated from Prague Univer- 
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sity in 1932 and for the next six 
years worked in the local skin clinic. 

He arrived here in 1938 and αὶ 
year later joined the dermatology 
department of Hadassah Hospilal 
under his father-in-law, Prof: Arye 
Dostrovsky, the .founder of the 
Hebrew  University-Hadassah 
Medical School. Prof. Sagher was 
also for many years the medical 
director of the Hansen Government 
Hospital in Jerusalem and was 
awarded Alfred Marchioniui gold 
medal for dermatological research.

Geologists-question fate of Jericho palace

A team of Israeli geologists seek- 
ing possible low-risk siles lor 
nuclear power plants or other major 
construction projects has concluded 
that the eighth-century Hisham 
Palace near Jericho was probably 
nol destroyed by an carthquuke, i 
archeologists and historians have 
tradilionally assumed. 

The reassessment by Prolessur 
laakev Karez and Dr. Uri Kafri οἱ 
the Geological Institute, pubhshed 
in the kitest issue of the israel Jrur- 
nal of Earth-Seiences (Vol. 30, No.1. 
1981), notes that all of the old 
chronicles listing the damage and 
death toll caused by the earthquake 
of 746 CE failed to mention Jericho 
or the Hisham Palace at Khirbat 
Matjar, one of the architectural 
splendours of the Unayyad dynasty. 
This luck of explicit reference, the 
geologists believe, indicates that 
while the earthquake may have al- 
fected the Jericho urea, which is in 
the Syrio-African Rift, the damage 
it caused there was not consideruble 
or severe. 

The researchers, wlter carelully 
investigating the remains at the 
Hisham site, argue that “the 
geometry und distribution of struc- 
tural damage” that can now be seen 
are probably the result of “human 
activity” and natural building-Col- 
lapse since the cighth century, and 
should not be regarded as indicative 
of the ancient earthquake’s inten- 
sity and kinematics. 

Karcz and Kafri suggest that “the 
widespread deviation from rec- 
langularity" (meaning asymmetry 
and misalignment) in the site's 
structures “is the result of the 


negligent surveying characteristic of 
most Umayyad buildings.” 

The researchers point out thit the 
paved courtyards und sidewalks al 
the palace have largely remained 
“undistorted,” a further indication 
of the absence of earthquake ac- 
tivily or the conjectured cxistence 
of “a horizontal fault: across: the 
site.” 

The researchers suggest that the 
interruption of the building at the 
palace was due lo “geopolitical lic- 
tors.” They point oul that the 
Caliph Hisham died mn 743 CF. and 
that his successor Walid [bn-Y azzid 
was assassinated the following yeur. 
precipitating the decline of the 
Umayyad dynasty, The shift of the 
centre of Moslem imperial power 
from (Umayyad) Damascus tu 
(Abassid) Baghdad in 656 CE meant 
that around the time of the earth- 
quake, Jericho became less attric- 
live as “un easily accessible winter 
recreation a for Moslem poten- 
tates for political reasons, and that 
the need to complete the mugniti- 
cent palace ai Jericho diminished. 

The palace, four kilometres north 
of Jericho, was commissioned by 
Caliph Hisham or his nephew, 
Walid Ibn-Yazzid. Work was stop- 
ped on the building around the mid- 
die of the eighth century, bul the 
paliice was partially rebuilt and oc- 
cupied by Saladin's troops during 
the’ [2th century. This occupancy 
ended afler a major fire consumed 
parts of the palace. 


. Karez and Kafri point out that the 
‘746 CE earthquake occurred in

Feud with Austria over new 
signs in emigrants’ hostel

The handful ef Russian Jews in 
Vienna planning to inimigrate to 
Issac] were transferred from the 
Jewish Agency's offm hostel to 
hotels on Wednesday of lust week, 
after the agency decided to vacite 
the building in protest against the 
Austrian government's unilateral 
decision to allow non-Jewish and 
Zionist organizations to 
cin the hostel. 

The fullowing duy, however, the 
emigres were moved back into the 
hostel after a temporary agreement 
Au bar those operations was reached 
heiween the Jewish Agency aad the 
Austrian Interior Ministry. 

The immediate reason for the 
decision to move the emigranis was 
the posting af signs at the hostel by 
the Austrian Red Cross, which ow ns 
the building, informing emigrants 
that if dhey do not want to settle in 
tl, they could get help from any 
of six other apencies, operating in 
the same building. 

‘The Jewish Agency says that this 
isa vioktion of a contract between 
Whe Ausirinn tnterior Ministry and 
the Jewish Agency, under which 
only representatives of the Hebrew 
Immigrant: Aid) Suciety and the 
οι Distribution Committee could 
aperite in the hostel — aad only 
with official permission of the 
Jewish Agenes. 


{n addition to HIAS and JOC, the 
Interior Ministry and the Austrian 
Red Crass have now allowed 
representatives of Curitas, the 
Tolstay Fund, the World Council οἱ 
Churches, the International Red 
Cross und the Jewish anti-Zionist 
Salmar organization Rav Tov to 
operate in the hostel. These five 
organizations have been active in 
helping Jewish emigrants from the 
Soviet Union to settle in the West 
sither chan Israel, 


Jewish Agency executive 
chairman Arye Dulzin last week 
issued a statement in which he said 
that the Austrian government's new 
policy was “contrary to the contract 
and long-standing practice.” 


On Thursday night, Dulzin 
reacted with “silisfaction over the 
decision, even though the 
arrangement is temporary.” 

An Interior Ministry spokesman 
in Vienna stid that the county was 
acting according to Austrian liw 
and the human rights convention in 
providing the emigrants with 
information on countries other than 
Isritel. 

In return for the Austrian

Saudi Arabia’s double game

WHEN THE Knesset on 
December 8 voted on the mulii- 
partly bill retroactively watering 
down the limitation on campaign 
spending, Shinui's Amnon Rubins- 
tein surprised no one when he spoke 
against the bill und voted against it, 
for he hus long been trying to 
toughen up the Polilical Parties 
Financing Law.

“In politics you must compromise 
all the time; you can't play your 
own pime. But Γ huve a taull’: 
every time [do fight, 1 go all out. 
I's difficult for me to tuke the 
cynical view of ‘That's the way il is." 
My colleagues who veted for the 
hill tok the pructical view: the 
party needs money and that’s it. 
Maybe they're right and I'm 
wrong." 

Does he really mean that? 

“No, of course not.” 

Shortly before our talk the 
Knesset had passed the Golan 
Heights Law, and 21 Alignment 
members had violated the faction’s

decision to boycott the vote, eight 
of them voting with the coalition for 
the bill and 13 voting aguinst it. Bar- 
Zohur, regarded as a hawk, was part 
of the obedient majority. 

After such a fiasco, was there any 
hope for Labour? 

“We're undergoing a terrible 
leadership crisis. Of course, this 
could never have happened under 
Ben-Gurion or Golda. If Peres had 
not been abroud at the time of the 
Golan debate? He's a very shrewd 
tactician. 1 don't say he would have 
imposed his will or allowed a free 
vole, but he would have found a 
way — maybe calling a press con-- 
ference at which the Golan 
enthusiasts would have explained 
their stand,” 

Bar-Zohur actively backed Elimhu 
Speiser in his contest against Haim 
Bar-Lev to be Labour's seerctary- 
general, “After Wwo successive elee- 
toral defeats, the purty must he 
shaken up. Yet nothing has changed 
in the last six months, The sume 
chairman, the same secretary 
general, the sume leadership 
bureau, How ean the old leadership 
rejuvenate itsell?" 

Did that mean that Shimon Peres 
should step aside? 

“ttdepends on the situation when 
the next election approaches,” he 
answers, “Neither Peres nur Rabin 
was the answer to Begin. A new 
chairman chosen today could prove 
disuppointing by election time, and 
we'd want Peres back. | really don't 
know." 

Perhups one can't expect ἃ more 
forthright answer from ἃ nian who 
followed Ben-Gurion and Peres out 
of Mapui to form Rafi in 1965 and 
who is suid to have been aconfidunt 
of Peres ever since. 

He is just a cautious when 
usked ubout former chief-ol-stutl 
Mordechai Gur and President 
Yitzhak Navon. Gur, he says, is 


revolution of sorts and would unite 
the party. The majority that elected 
him would do anything he wanted to 
prove they had been right, and no 
one would say boo.” 


IN NO CASE ean Labour simply 
disappear, Bar-Zohar says. Its roots 
in the nation are too deep. Bul it 
cannot stand pat: its socialism must 
be adupted to Israel's needs in the 
Eighties. “We still sing the dnter- 
nationale , but we don't know what it 
meuns." 

The problem, he says, is that 
many of the aims of Labour/ 
socialism have been achieved. 
When Finance Minister Yoram 
Aridor offers workers 100 per cent 
linkage to the cost-of-living index, 
he's outflanking the socialists, The 
rehabilitation of slum 
neighhourhoods, if carried oul, is 
sociilism. “Things have got mixed 
up and we have to adapt our 
ideology to the present day.” 

And the Histadrut labour [ὑ- 
deration is living in the 


past, he implies, and is pitifully 
short on vision. What it should do is 
sacrifice the present for the future. 
A lower standard of living today to 
ensure, if possible, a higher one 
tomorrow, but, more basically, to 
ensure Israel's survival. 

“Our textile factories can not 
compete with Nigeria’s cheup 
labour. For us, a highly 
sophisticated econony is the only 
way. Hundreds of thousands of 
workers must be moved to new jobs. 
It will require 8 tremendous invest- 
ment and raising capital abroad. 
But it’s an investment in our future. 
We have achieved socialism bul we 
have maltreated the economy.” 

Bar-Zohar distinguishes between 
a textile plant that manufactures 
cloth by elementary techniques und 
one like Polgat at Kiryat Gat that 
makes intricately patterned cloth 
for export, Four hundred Georgian 
immigrants are working there, and 
it is “a fantastic success.” 

What does socialism in the 
Eighties mean to him? 

“A return to the ideal of work us 
the central idenl of Israeli society. 
Not ‘good living.” If it's only that, 
people won't stay here, We must 
creale here a more just society, ἡ 
more Jewish society — Jewish in the 
broad sense — ἃ more humane 
society, We must uproot the feeling 
of discrimination that embitters 
large numbers in the Oriental com- 
munities — even if the fecling is nol 
justified." : 

Bar-Zohar has drifted a private 
member's bill, now awaiting his fuc- 
tion's approval, that would extend 
free, compulsory education 
downward two yeurs, lo the age ol 
three, This would go far towurds 
equating the learning environment 
of children from the Oriental com- 
munities with that of the Ashkenazi 
children and preventing an 
educational gap from developing. 


This is hardly a new thesis, but it 
does sound different coming not 
from an expert on education, but 
from a rising politician who is a suc- 
cessful author. 


IF WE HAD a million Jews on the 
West Bunk, he would demand the 
immediate annexation of the entire 
area, up to the Jurdun River. But as 
things are, autonomy us the Likud 
understands it is a prelude to annex- 
ation, and demographicully that 
would be dangerous to a Jewish 
Israel, Bar-Zohar says, 

Hence, he is for the Jordanian op- 
tion — even if Hussein isn’t biting.

uur security. : 

If Jordan is not prepared to make 
peace with us on these terms, we 
should continue to occupy the ter- 
ritories fur another 18 years, until it 
is. But this is a pusition we can de- 
fend before world public opinion. 

Would the Americans buy this? 

“This is the maximum | would of- 
fer, If they don't accept these terms, 
Ud stand up to them on this, I'm 
considered a hawk in my party, and 
T want the Golan as much as 
Shlomo Hillel and Shoshana Arbeli 
do, But they did something very 
stupid in voting for the Golan Law. 

“Ima disciple of Ben-Gurion. 
Create facts, not words or slogans. 
The Golan Heights [uw doesn't 
make it Israeli by one iota, Al our 
faction meeting that duy, € asked 
whether the absence of such a Ἡμῖν 
had prevented us from establishing 
another 20 kibbutzim there.

A RECENT debate in the Knesset 
dealt with the condition of air raid 
shelters in Northern Israel in light of 
the shelling of towns and settle- 
ments in Galilee last summer. It 
became clear to most of the partici- 
pants in the debate thal the shelters 
were quite adequate in case of air 
raids. In such a case, the civilian 
population enters the shelters when 
an alarm is sounded when ap- 
proaching enemy aircraft are 
detected, and leaves the shelters 
when these aircraft have left the 
area. In any case, the stay in the 
shelters is relatively short. 


The shelters, however, are inade- 
quate for protecting civilians 
apainst artillery or rocket bombard- 
ment which may require them lo re- 
main in the shelters for days on end. 


Israe! does not have the 
economic resources to duplicate 
underground much of the facilities 
that exist above ground, in order to 
make life in underground shelters 
possible for an extended period. Air 
raid shellers can provide adequate 
defence for civilinns against air

-prior warning. Evidently, the 


response to such a threat lies 
clse where. 


This conclusion should have 
become evident last July during the 
PLO bombardment of Israel's 
northern towns and villages from 
Southern Lebanon.

rulers of Syria and Jordan know that 
bombing Israeli towns and villnges 
will be met by large-scale Israeli 
counter-measures causing damage 
and destruction to facilities and 
population. This potential response 
serves as a deterrent to such actions 
and as a powerful incentive to pre- 
vent PLO activities against Israel 
from Syrian or Jordanian territory. 


This deterrent is effective in 
protecting {srael’s civilian popula- 
tion from shelling coming from the 
East, but unfortunately not from the 
‘North. The Lebanese government 
has, in effect, abdicated all control 
over Lebanese territory south of 
Beirut. The various PLO con- 
stituent groups that have taken con- 
trol of this urea care little for the 
fate of the local population or their 
sources of livelihood, and Israel's 
deterrent capability here is 
thercfore limited. Without 
downgrading the problems con- 
nected with the placement of Syrian 
ground-to-air missiles in the Bak"n 
valley of Lebanon in May [98]. 
which has rightfully captured the 
world's attention, it is clear that the 
presence of PLO artillery and 
rocket launchers in Southern 
Lebanon represents no less of t 
problem, The Syrian ground-tu-uir 
missiles can be eliminated by rapid 
cuir strike, whereas removal of PLO 
urtillery and rockets in Southern 
Lebanon is a more complex chal- 
lenge. 


Since the beginning of the cere 
fire in Southern Lebanon on July 
24, 1984, the PLO arsenal there has 
grown continuously with Soviet 
made wenpons supplied by Syria, 
Libya and Saudi Arabia. ΠῚ now ine 
cludes over fifty 130mm guns and un

equal number of multiple rocket 
launchers, in addition to anti- 
aircraft missiles and guns us well as 
tanks. It is not clear how long the 
various PLO constituent organiza- 
tions will be able to maintain the 
cease-fire, but as long as ihe guns 
are there, the civilian population of 
Galilee faces a constant danger to 
its security. 


IN CCTOBER 1962, the Russians 
began placing medium-range 
ground-to-ground missiles in 
Cuba, Due to the relatively short 
distance from Cuba to the U.S.

of the missiles, it was clear thal once 
launched they could not be in- 
fercepted and would therefore hit 
their targets without warning. Presi- 
dent John Kennedy decided that the 
U.S, could not accept this cuon- 
tinued threat and demanded that 
the Soviels remove the missiles 
already in place and turn around the 
shins on their way to Cuba with ad- 
ditional missiles. At the time, Nikila 
Khrushchev decided to give in. 


There are many differences 
between the Cuban missile crisis 
and the artillery and roekel crisis in 
Southern Lebanon. But in both 
cuses deterrence did not serve us 
sufficient protection for the civilian 
pupulations. Then, only the remowul 
of the missiles could assure αν 
safety of the population on the U.S, 
astern Seahvard. Now, it would 
seem. only the removil of PEO guns 
und rackets fram Southern 
Lebanon can guarantee the salery 
of civilians in Northern [στῆς].

ISRAEL'S Civil Administration in 
Judea and Samaria has been 
operating in’ the territories for 
nearly two months — since Prof.

Isracli governmental presence in all 
civilian matters, 

In the past, the military governors 
of the various regions of the ler- 
ritories were responsible for 
securily and the welfare of the 
civilian population. But, in fact, the 
military governors devoled 
themselves almost exclusively to the 
first function. Although this is never 
admitted, this division of labour ap- 
parently reflected the expertise of 
the men who served as military 
governors. 

A sharp distinction has now been 
made between the two functions, 
The Central and Southern Com- 
mands of the IDF will be responsi- 
ble for security in their respective 
areas; Professor Milson's ad- 
ministration will be in charge of 
civil affairs in Judea and Somaria 
and Tat-Aluf Luncz will be the 
civilian administrator in the Gaza 
District, 

It’s an important change, but one 
that should pot be overly exag- 
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gerated, for these officers and of- 
Ticials will report to and receive 
orders from Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon, It should be noted that 
Luncz has insisted, and been 
granted his demand, that he retain 
his military status. Most of the peo- 
ple working with Milson are also 
army officers, and not civilians. 


THE CIVIL Administration peopte 
believe that their greatest ac- 
complishment to date has been 
the prevention of a concerted, PLO- 
ordered uprising, called for Novem- 
ber. The transfer of powers to the 
Civil Administration was supposed 
to be a pretext for this. 


November is customarily a month 
that sees a rise in terrorist activity in 
the lertitorics because of historical 
associations — Balfour Day 
(November 2); the anniversary of 
Yasser Arafat's appearance before 
the UN General Assembly in 1974 
(November 14); the “ignominious” 


anniversary of Sadat's visit: lo 
Jerusalem (November 19); und the 
anniversary of the UN's partition 
decision of 1947 (November 20). 


There were a large number of 
stone and fire-bomb incidents 
throughout that month and at- 
tempts at dechuring «general strike. 
A month and a half later, it is clear 
that the effort fizzled out, Milson's 
people attribute this to the series of 
meetings they have had with leading 
figures throughout the territories. 


The first pay-off from the Milson 
-meetings with local Arab dignitaries 
was visible, his people believe, in 
the traditional Christmas reception 
held by Bethlehem Mayor Elias 
Freij.

Conces- 
sions hnve also been made in 
meetings with local business leaders 
on matters of taxation and of com- 
mercial self-interest. The 
“civilians” believe (hal their con- 
tribution to a pacific Judea and 
Samaria will become evident in the 
near future, Time will tell. 

What is certain, however, is that 
the .attention the Arab population 
-will be getting from the top Icvel of 
government will constitute a dis- 
tinct improvement over the periods 
of relative neglect under all 
previous defence ministers, witb the 
exception of Moshe Dayan.

tastic™ literature in the world. 
Shahar his often been compared ta 
Matnn and Proust, but the similarity 
of his trilogy to the comples 
putchwork of Gabriel Garcia Mar- 
quez's magical and macubre fiction 
has gone unnoticed, 

Following the Medicis Prize, 
ceilicism has been voiced in Israel 
that Shahar's Jerusalem is a medley 
of cosmopolitan Viennese types 
between the two wars, and dues not 
express Israel. The opposite would 
seem to be the case. Shahar is u 
fifth-generation Jerusalemite. und 
rooted in the city. He has created a 
personal myth out of his experience 
of the natural elements ol 
Jerusutem, its light and rock, and 
the water that must fill its cisterns. 
He claims that the mystical vision Οἱ 
life of Rabbi Yitzhak Luria, the Ari, 
must have grown out of his ex- 
perience of Jerusalem. [1 is not an 
accident that Shahar calls his \rilogy 
The Lurian, These mystic underpin- 
nings help to give his work its 
resonance. 


HIS WORK resounds with ancient 
echoes of the city. Tf anything, he is 
more Canaanite than cosmopolitan. 
In Day of the Countess, their loyalty 
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to the land of Isracl and to 


Jerusalem provides the point of in- 
terconnection of his many 
idiosyncratic churacters, There are 
times when one character seems to 
be an incarnation of the other. For 
example, in Russia, Louidor Schutz, 
a Jewish Tolstoyan, was inspired to 
go to Palestine hy the story of Kon- 
stantin Shapiro, a photographer and 
Jewish convert to Christianity who 
all his life yearned for Eretz Yisrael. 
Louidor remembered the story his 
father had told him 

“As a child, he said, Konstantin 
Shapiro had loved reading Hebrew 
poetry. In a small room facing a 
dark alley that stank of sewage the 
boy would sit and read the Hebrew 
poems which filled his heart with 
light und joy and the friugrunce of 
spring blossoms. He saw himself in 
the streets of a reborn Jerusulem 
standing between the pillars of the 
king's palace and singing the songs 
of Zion to his people. The crowd 
would cheer him and the duughters 
of Jerusalem bind gurlands of 
flowers about his brow. But Kon- 
stantin's father wus un Orthodox 
Jew who regarded the reiuding 
of secular Hebrew poetry as 
blasphemous, heretical. He beat his 
son, then tied him to the table and 
forced him to copy oul page after 
page of the Jewish book of religious 
precepts called the Shulchan 
Aruch." (Translated by Dalya Bilu. 

Bunished from his home. Shapiro 
was loreed by circumstances ly cun- 
vert to Christianity, and eventually 
becume ἃ famous photographer. 
But Tolstoy called him a Jewhay. 
and would not allow Shapire to take 
his picture. This se inturitted 
Louidor the Tolstoyan that he went 
to Palestine inspired by Shapiro's 
love the dand, but was Ursumauzed 
hy his discovery of the Arabs living 
there. He became τ Moslem ders ish 
so that he could preach tothe Arabs 
about leaving the land to the Jews. 
(And Louider was a friend of Berl. 
the eye doctor's assistant, whe 
heecame the poet Ashhal Ashtaret. 
and connected himself with the pre- 
Israclite gods and cultures in the 
lund.) 

Whether Christin, Moslem or 
Canaanite, each Jew in this coniplex 
Panorama is connected to the other 
Uhrough the jand. And all this 
against the background of Arab 
riots hefore World War ΤΙ, 
Although he does not deal with the 
mainstream heroes vf modern 
Israel, Shhur's portrayul of the 
Hack streets of Jerusalem's past car- 
ries with it insight into aspects of life 
that are only recently beginning to 
be appreciated. 

Shahar's trilogy hus been doubly 
blessed in having u French 
translator of exceptional gifts culled 
Madeleine Neige. Shahar's meeting 
with Neige, who is Catholic und 
works in the French National 
Library in Paris, reads like one of 
the networks of interconnection of 
which his art is woven. Madeleine 
Neige began translating Shahar's 
work while taking a course in 
Hebrew literature in 1963. As it 
turns out, the Shahars were at thal 
time in Paris, where Shulamit 
Shahar, who is a historian, was do- 
ing research in the National 
Library. A mutual friend also doing 
research there introduced the 
Shahars to Madeleine Neige, and 
the successful collaboration began. 

Other nominees competing for 
the Medicis Prize were international- 
ly known writers like William 
Styron and V.I. Naipaul. Israel has 
reason Lo be proud of its writers for 
the prizes won within the country as 
well as outside it. But most of all.

‘Bargain Riviera’ 


Roberta Elliot suggests why Eilat continues to attract a 
growing number of tourists, in contrast to the setbacks ex- 
perienced by other holiday centres. 


WHEN THE brochures refer to 
Eilat as a “ Riviera on the Red Sea, 
“An oasis in the desert,” “Jewel of 
the south,” it is a publicity claim 
one can well believe, Eilat, perched 
as it is on the tip of a finger of the 
Red Sea, has access to one of the 
world's great coral reefs, moon- 
scape vistas and about 360 days of 
sun a year. 

It may also be one of the most 
densely-bedded resort towns to be 
found. Excepting provisions lor its 
own 20,000 residents, Eilat has more 
than 2,500 holel beds in which 
tourists will spend more Un ὦ 
million nights this year, The actuul 
number of tourists expected is 
around 150,000, 

Initial indications are encourag- 
ing. During the tourism slump of the 
past few months, which has affected 


erusalem at the 50 per cent murk. 
Eilat has in fuct enjoyed un increase 
in tourist (rade. Air traffic to Eilat 
during December [98] was 12 per 
vent uhead of the previous 
December, ind tourism to Eilat 


xmong Israelis themselves was up 
by 60 per cent. 

The reason for Eilat's growing 
popularily during lean times in the 
tourism industry, when Europeans 
und North Americans are 
responding to a world-wide reces- 
sion by vitcalioning closer lo home, 
is quile simple. Compared to major 
world resorts, Eilat is a bargain. 
Flights from continental Europe are 
almost as close, fast und cheap 10 
Eilat as traffic from the U.S. to ils 
playground in the Caribbean. Also, 
once in Eilat, it's practically impos- 
sible to spend as much money 4s, 
say, in Antibes or Waikiki.

The 
cafés are a bit scedier in the older 
centre; in the new one you can buy 
just about any kind of take-uway 
food known to the western world, A 
large new plaza mukes u pleasant 
link between the beach and the 
residential district. IU has palm trees 
and a series of concrete obstucles 
which prevent vehicles being driven 
on the beach. 

The square is not far fom the 
original police post of Umm 
Rushrash, captured by Israeli forces 
in an airborne assault which con- 
Stituled the last military aperation 
of the War of Independence. 


TO THE EAST of the square, the 
beach stretches toward the Jorda- 
nian town of Akuba, which is a 
source of interest for locul residents 
and tourists, They can see ils 
buildings, trees and port installa- 
tions from far off yet they τα ΠῚ visit 
the town from 

Behind Akubit rise the red moun- 
tains of Edom, Clearly it cannot 
compete with the striking view of its 
own mountains, red and purple at 
sunset. 

Hotel after hotel rises between 
the plaza, which fornts the centre ΟἹ 
Eilat’s tourist area, and the Jorda- 
nian border, Su limited is the urea 
along the beach thut the shore has 
been extended by a lagoon, com- 
plete with pedestrian bridge. There 
are plans for another laguon, this 
time with a beach and bathing area. 

The beach tront has been 
developed only in part, and the 


tuthorities have an unending fight 
to keep it clean. 

There is a group in this hotel area, 
which is known as the North Beach, 
of cafés, restaurants and shops. 
Some date from the period in which 
building restrictions were not en- 
forced, some are the resull of recent 
attempts to beautify the ares. One 
such complex rises like a large snail 
on the beachfront: another, known 
as the Khun, Jorms a quadrangle 
enclosing an outdoor entertainment 
urea behind the hotels. 


THE BEACH stretching 
southward, toward what will be the 
new Egyptian border at Taba, is 
more vilried. [ts area includes cargo 
and oil ports, naval installations, 
hotels and beaches. 

Among the attractions here are 
the underwater observatory. 
Visitors can view the multicoloured 
coral and tropical fish through win- 
dows below sea-level. Or else at the 
nearby Coral Beach, a murine 
mature reserve, they can rent 
snorkel and flippers, und themselves 
swim among the underwater 
wonders. 

Not fur from here is the port. The 
focal tourist people have always cust 
ἃ greedy eye on this area, They ure 
tantalized in particular by the 
stretch of waterfront that local wags 
call “Subura beach.” It is a large. 
open parking area in which vehicles 
imported from Japan are stored 
before their release from customs. 

Further south is the beach at 
Tabu, with its distinctive palnis 
marking the soon-to-be-estublished 
border with Egypt, An unfinished 
luxury hotel here matches ils 
counterparts on the north beach. 
There will be τι series of such de 
luxe hotels, 

Not everyone agrees about the future 
of Eilat, Some peuple in the tourist 
industry fear that the new five-star 
hotels wilt never be filled. Others 
claim that Eilat is losing its natural 
beauty because of all the building. 
But whatever happens, Eilat will 
always have the sun.

Getting there is 


part of the fun

THERE ARE as many ways of get- 
ling to Ejilut from other 
pirts of Israel as your schedule 
tnd pocketbook will permit. With 
tourisin in the winter doldrums, it is 
a buyer's market. In the competi- 
tion to grab a chunk of the Eilat ae- 
tion, the bus and airline companies 
have put together attractive and 
economical package deus. 

Eilat is almost equidistant from 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. If you have 
the time to travel the 350 hin. by 
hus, Uhefives10 seven-hour ride 
takes you (hough some of Israel's 
most striking desert scenery. 
Organized bus tours are led by 
guides knowledgeable ubout both 
the natural and historical 
significance of the countryside. 
Although the majority of tours for 
foreign visitors are in English, other 
languages may be requested, 

Both Egged and United offer 
two- and three-day trips from 
Jerusalem, ranging from 5122 Ww 
$185 per person, including aecom- 
modations and half-board in three- 
star hotels. The bus route goes 
through Beershebu to Sde Boker, 
Ben Gurion's kibbutz; Avdat; 
Mitzpe Rumon, the site of one ot 


the Negev's largest meteor craters: ~ 


Solomon's Pillars und the nearby 
copper mines, 

In Eilat, the tour visits the cily’s 
underwater observatory for a lish- 
eye's view of the wonders of the 
Red Sea coral reefs; the tjord, 
reminiscent of Scandinavia; and a 
Ἰούδα! kibbutz. 

All this can; be purchased as a 
two-day trip, but the three-day 
package allows for u full day ΟἹ 
leisure in Eilat. tt is also possible to 
buy a three-day tour with a day in 
Sharm e-Sheikh. The Eilat packuges 
from Tel Aviv are essentially the 
same with one plus, the option of 
sceing Masada. Tours range from 


5122 to $240 per person and from 
two to four days, 


GALILEE TOURS, the People who 
have been running an inexpensive 
and efficient shuttle to and from 
Egypt, have just introduced a direct 
bus route from Tel Aviv to Eilat, 
which they call Project Charter Bus. 
For 18220, you get one-way. tran- 
Sportation in a deluxe tour bus — 
teclining chairs, controlled 
temperature, lavatory services, and 
a stewardess, who serves non- 


alcoholic drinks and newspapers. 
courtesy of the house. 

All of Gatilee's tour arrange- 
ments in the Eilat area and Lo points 
south ure made through Johnni 
Desert Tours in Eilat. Together they 
offer a $79 puckuge for three days 
ind two nights in an Eilat three-star 
hotel, with a day in Sharm e-Sheikh. 
At present Galilee runs only from 
Tel Aviv. 


IF TIME, and not money, is your 
chief consideration, then air travel 
is probubly more suited to your 
needs. Arkiu offers several 
packuges to Eilsu, including one-day 
excursions. Of purticular interest 
are the full-day jeep tour into the 
desert, and Red Seu cruises, cither 
by cruise ship ur sailboat, all priced 
between $130 and $150, 

Recently the airline introduced a 
two-day tour with overnight uccdm- 
modations tor $199, which is also 
the cust of a one-day tour to Eilat 
and Santa Kuterina, The return leg.

on Coral Beach, it may qualify as 
the city's most exclusive hotel.

In addition to the usual 
amenities, available on site are a 
synagogue, water sports, tennis 
courts, yachting, basketball, shops, 
a bank and baby-sitters. 

Eilat’s other four-star hotels are 
clustered in town around the 
relatively small North Beach area. 
The going rate for a couple ranges 
from a low of $58 at the Moriah 
Eilat to a high of $71 al the Caesar. 
The Neptune, Galei Eilat, Red. 
Rock, the giant Shulamit Gardens, 
and the Queen of Sheba all fail 
within the same range for two beds 
and two breakfasts. The hotels are

ings 516 to 518 a kilogram — com- 
mercially within two years.

Prices io U.S. dolar 
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Hyper-shopping

“Hypermarket,” with the Greek 
prefix that means virtually the same 
as the Latin “super,” is the generic 
term used in this country for alarge 
self-service food and housewares 
store that undercuts the regular 
supermarket prices by economizing 
on interior appearance and person- 
nel and selling goods in quantity 
whenever feasible. 

The various hypermarkets claim a 
saving of anywhere from 8 to 15 per 
cent on a “mixed shopping basket,” 
Some time ago | did a comparative 
shopping and found the percentuge 
of saving somewhere between 10 
and 12 per cent. 1 won'l quibble 
over percentage points. The amount 
you could save depends a lot on 
whut you buy, where you shopped 
previously, how well you watch lor 
“specials in the discount store. 
And even the mast modest claim, & 
Per cent, is nothing to snevze il. 

Until recently, most consumers 
were lucky if they had one hyper- 
market within reasonuble travelling 
distance. Now there are several 
areas in which different hyper- 
markets compete for the same 
potential clientéle. Richest in. 
hypermarkets are the Huifa Bay 
area, Jerusalem, the Rishan- 
Rehovot urea, and around Ramat 
Gan-Petah Tikva.

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VIRTUALLY everyone in the retail 
food business here tells me that 
these markets are the wave of the 
future, 

“A store without a storeroom" is 
the apt description given by Felix 
Granat, who is in charge of com- 
mercial development at Shekem 
and has researched the concept for 
years, though Shekem was the last 
to put it into action. 

In hypermarkets, merchandise is 
sold out of stark metal bins or 
original factory cartons, and the 
reserve stocks are kept on tiers right 
above the gouds-for-sule. As stocks 
diminish, the replacements are 
swiftly lowered into place, using a 
minimum of personnel, These 
markets are almost always one-floor 
affairs — no elevators, no es- 
culators, some without air- 
conditioning or healing, minimal 
decor. Spacious purking lots are 
provided and customers can wheel a 
shopping cart right to the car. 

Although hypermarkets are 
spagivus and can stock goods in 
quantity, the number of different 
items is considerably more limited 
thin in a conventional supermarket

The emphasis is on mass- 
market items, Meat, poultry and 
fish are all pre-packaged and deep- 
frozen.

TNUVA, the giant agricultural 
cooperative, launched its chain 
of Hypershuks in an effort to 
circumvent the notorious “mid- 
dleman's profil” in fresh fruits and 
vegetables. Its motive was (0 secure 
a bigger share of the retail price for 
the grower, while simultaneously 
lowering prices to consumers.

The face of terror 


A SOFT-SPOKEN professor of 
religion at Philadelphia's Temple 
University, Franklin Littell, has had 
his life threatened “dozens of 
times," — and he has had shots 
fired into the window of a room 
where he was staying in lowa. 

The perpetrators of these acts are 
the terrorists, anti-Semites and anti- 
Zionists against whom Littell, a 
Methodist minister, constantly rails. 
Perhaps they are most concerned 
about the “early warning system” he 
and some of his colleagues are 
developing to identify terrorist and 
genocidal movements according to 
a 15-point grid. 

There is, says Littell, a clear dif- 
ference between “freedom fighters” 
or “guerrillas” on the one hand and 
“terrorists on the other, even 
though well-known news magazines 
regularly use the words in- 
terchangeably. 

Freedom fighters, he explains, 
are soldiers not in uniform who aim 
their aggression at military, not 
civilian targets. Terrorists 


-—“HLLACK Ὑππάτηπ 6 men, women and 


children to destabilize society.” 

Littell asserts that according to 
his own definition, Menachem 
Begin was clearly a freedom fighter 
rather than a lerrorist. “Even the 
King David Hotel bombing by the 
IZL was a freedom-fighting act be- 
cause the building was the head- 
quarters of the military vccupying 
power,” he maintains. “Planting ὦ 
bomb in an American military hase 
in Germany is misguided political 
act, bul it is not a terrorist actin, 
like planting a bomb in an Israeli 
supermarket.” 

Another characteristic of ter- 
rorist movements that is listed on 
Linell's grid is “overt actions of 
anti-Semitism.” 

Almost every terroris! movement 
he has studied has proved overtly 
ami-Semitic. 


IN ADDITION, terrorist move- 
ments can be identified by their 
training of peaple in the use of anti- 
personnel weaponry and their for- 
mation into private armies. “The 
grid has nothing to do with 
totalitarian countries but with con- 
stitutional democracies, purliamen- 
tary governments and republics," 
he states, 

Littell favours laws that would

Despite attempts to deny that six 
million Jews were murdered by the 
Nazis, Littell insists that the 
Holocaust will be remembered "by 
all the coming generations as an 
epic event — like the Exodus from 
Egypt or the giving of the Law at Mt. 
Sinai.” 

The Holocaust, he adds, is a “*ma- 
jor credibility crisis for Christianity; 
Hitler remained a tax-paying 
church member and a Roman 
Catholic until his death, It's too late 
to claim these people were pagans. 
Today it would be a cop-out.” 

Littell also pushed the 
Philadelphia school system — way 
back in 1975, before the Holocaust 
was “popularized” on American TV 
— to require mandatory Holocuust 
Studies in high schools. The subject 
is built into the curriculum for all 
students. Right-wing groups tried to 
Stop it, but since the programme 
had strong backing from the 
Catholic, Protestant, black and 
Jewish community organizations, 
“they didn't have a chance.” 

A few years ago, he realized that

glorify somebody who is only a big 
frog because he is in a litle pond. 
On reflection, we limit our cheice lo 
sumebody who has competed suc- 
cessfully with overseas stirs on level 
terms. 

Although several athletes und 
swimmers made remarkable 
progress during the year, none vi 
them was anywhere ΠΘᾺΓ the lop in 
uny international competitions. Su, 
although awarding them pats on the 
buck for performing so much better, 
they are not considered for the 
laurel wreath, 

The Isracli soccer ‘eam played 
last year for the first time against 
European teams in the preliminary 
round of the World Cup, although, 
of course, a previous team had 
played the best in the world in the 
finals in Mexico, after getting 
through the preliminary round in 


Asia. Considering that the Israeli, 


soccer players were battling against 
such strong soccer countries, and 
that they had wretched fuck, they 
did much better than anyone had 
expected.

The ultra-Orthodox in the capital 
waged a relentless campaign against 
the new-fangled institution, but

On average, the pupils receive 44 
hours per week of schooling (as 
compared with 33 in most high 
schools). A vast majority of the 
pupils ure from Ashkenazi homes, 
with many coming from Anglo- 
Saxon backgrounds (like Prof. 
Shalvi herself who, though born in 
Germany, immigrated from 
England as an Oxford graduate). 
The school has been criticized as 
“elitist and “unintegrated.” Shalvi 
admits that the 50 pupils taken in 
euch year — out of some 100 appli- 
cunts — are selected carefully on 
the basis of their primary-school 
grades (least important), psy- 
chotechnic tests and, most impor- 
liunt, 4 personal interview. 
“We also ask the applicants how 
they feel about religion,” she adds. 
She agrees that when the school was 
founded, practically no Sephardi 
pupils enrolled. But during the past

Tn the humanities, the school has 
introduced “‘interdisciplinary team 
teaching,” in which art history, 
literature, history and social studies 
are taught together in an integrated 
aipproach rather than in the 
traditional compartmentalized man- 
ner. “Our greatest problem is 
finding teachers who cun do this 
properly,” admits Shalvi. 

In a sense, Beverley Gribetz 
lypifies the school. Gribetz is 
young, American-born and 
educated (Jewish Theological 
Seminary, Barnard. Harvard), anda 
teacher of Talmud — in Orthodox 
tradition ἃ male domain if not a 
mate preserve. When she im- 
migrated in 1977, she said, “I 
wanted to leach in a school in which 
the pupils would help me. Pelech 
was right — religious and 
enlightened.” 

The Pelech 12th-graders I talked 
lo asserted that the liberal open ap- 
proach Lo the world and knowledge 
has not shattered or undermined 
their religious beliefs. 

“Cerltiniy we've developed here 
resistiince tu the idea of becoming 
Mere housewives.” said Hanna 
Lorberbaum, one 17-year-uld. 
“That does not mean that [ΠῚ a 
feminist, or that this school is a 
hotbed of feminism. But we have 
become aware that there's more to 
life than just being women.” 

The Pelech girls by und large live 
in mixed neighbourhuods, und have 
non-religious as well as religious 
frieuds, 

“We find a balance between our 
religivuus homes and the scenlur 
society in which we alse live," ex- 
plained Hanna, 

“The lack of coercion and a coer- 
εἶνε approach is the key to our 
religious beliefs,” suid Saruh Cohen, 
another 17-year-old pupil. 

“The girls in regular Orthodox 
schools, believe me, are no more 
devo tia We ire, added Hunna, 
“but they learn much less."

SECOND GENERATION OF SURVIVORS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I would like to share brief- 
ly with your readers some of my 
observations and impressions of the 
children of survivors based on a 
recently held gathering of the Se- 
cond Generation Day at the 
Gathering of Holocaust Survivors in 
Jerusalem in June. The second- 
generation survivors have recently 
begun to deal with the meaning and 
impact of the Holocaust on their life 
and that of their parents. Most are 
enraged, and rightfully so, about the 
over-generalized portrayal of their 
psychological lives in the profes- 
sional literature. 

The group of several hundred 
young adults (including young 
parents of the third generation) 
gathered in Jerusalem manifested a 
sense of vitality. Most appeared lo 
be active, alert and intellectually ar- 
liculate. I observed the tears, the 
pain and suffering, and heard about 
the constant fear, guilt and trauma 
that persists in their lives. 

Some key points are worth 
noting:

HARMFUL STEREOTYPES

Sir, τὸ We would like to respond 
to Daphne Dostrovsky's letter of 
December 25, in which she implies 
that the children of working women 
are more prone to “become delin- 
quent, to have emotiona! problems, 
or do badly in his (their) studies.” 

When a woman chooses, whether 
motivated by personal desire, 
economic need, or both, τὸ work 
outside the home, she need -no 
longer feel that by so.doing she is 
putting the mental health of her 
child in jeopardy. It has been 
documented time and again that 
children of working mothers are no 
less happy and fit than those 
children whose mothers remain in 
the home. The crucial factor ap- 
péars to be not the quantity, but the 
quality of lime which both parents 


are willing to share with their 
children. 

A working mother is no more 
“abandoning” her child than is a 
working futher. If there is a question 
of neglect, it only underscores the 
need for state-supported 
community-based child care 
facilities, as well as the notion that a 
nurturing and enriching homelife 
can be provided by father as well as 
mother. 

it is time to stop blaming the ilis 
of society on the woman's changing 
self-image, and to start changing in- 
stead society's harmful stereotypes 
which imbue the woman with such 
guilt as do those of Mrs.
